DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, i.e. Jennings et. al., U.S.P. No.6,522,434 teaches (Figs.1-2) a 
method and optical fiber system for selecting an appropriate optical fiber type (See 
previous office actions for a detailed description of the teachings of Jennings). What 
Jennings does not teach is the selection of the fiber type is initiated by the user. 
Jennings does not teach, "..electronically receiving at least one technical parameter 
associated with a proposed communications network from a user , (underlining 
added) and automatically selecting an optical fiber type ... .based on the at least one 

technical parameter electronically recommending to the user the selected 

optical fiber type to the user , (underlining added). While Jennings mentions the use of 
technicians at both ends of the optical network to measure loss characteristics the user 
(or technician) does not propose a communications network based on a technical 
parameter and then receive electronic recommendations to the user about the selected 
optical fiber type. Jennings teaches away from having user input about a proposed 
communications network because having technicians at remote locations is expensive 
and automatically selecting a fiber type (as the Jennings reference teaches) would 
eliminate the use of a remote technician. Thus it can be clearly seen that the limitations 
of claims 1-23, clearly, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations.
